The year 1931 has been one of great im- 
portance regarding the future health condi 
| tions of Andover, according to the report of 
| the Board of Health for 1931, which was filed 
this week with the Town Clerk. The great 
number of contagious diseases has been 
greatly decreased due to various reasons. 
Andover was one of the first communities in 
the state to inaugurate a complete Schick 
innoculation and it is interesting to note that 
the year preceding this innoculation we had 
several cases of diphtheria with three deaths. 
The year we started this innoculation we had 
about 75 per cent of the school enrollment 
avail themselves of the privilege. Since then 
each year has seen an increasing number of 
the entering classes innoculated until now it 
is almost 100 per cent. 

During these years the only cases we had | 
were confined to adults and children of pre- 
school age, each case apparently of outside | 
origin. We again urge that all children from 
one year of age and over be innoculated. We 
now assume that the innoculation renders a 
| person permanently immune to the diph- 
theria germ. 


Prohibit Unpasteurized Milk 

In March this board passed a regulation 
prohibiting the sale of milk in Andover unless | 
it had been pasteurized or obtained from 
tuberculin tested cows. Owing to lack of | 
federal funds no cows could be tested until | 
after the first of July. We understand that the | 
| work has now been completed. | 
| Another important event was the Chad- | 
wick clinic held here. This is part of the ten | 


| year program to stamp out tuberculosis. All | 
the children in the public and parochial | 
schools were offered the opportunity to take 
the Von Pirquet test followed by a physical 
and X-ray examination if indicated. The 
response was very gratifying and a decided 
step has been taken to eliminate the great 
| white plague | 
Again Andover has been 


fortunate in| 
escaping an epidemic of Infantile Paralysis. 
There is at present no known preventative. | 
It is rather noticeable that the first cases | 
appear with the ripening of the first fruit and | 
reaches the peak at the time most of the | 
fruit matures and declines rapidly after the 
first frost. This might indicate that the in 

fection is caused by the sting of some insect, 


and we recommend that children’s beds be 
covered with mosquito netting and also 
homes should be well screened

Examiners of Plumbing we have adopted a 
revised set of plumbing rules, The request was 
made so that eventually every city and town 
in the state will have a uniform set 
We greatly appreciate the active co-opera 
tion of the School Department, Board of 
Public Works, Red Cross, doctors and citi 
zens in helping us to maintain the health

Tells in Book 
How He Was 
Buried Alive 


A thrilling narrative by Dr. Warren King 
Moorehead of Phillips academy’s archaeology 
department, is one in a volume just published, 
entitled “Told at the Explorers’ Club”, a 


| collection of stories narrated by the out 


standing explorers of the country. 

Dr. Moorehead tells of the time that he 
was engaged in exploring Indian tumuli in 
Ross county, Ohio. He and his party were 


| excavating a mound eleven feet in height 


| upward. The workmen, having accomplished 


their task, climbed to the top of the mound 
to cave off a section of it. At the same time 
Dr. Moorehead observed a small bone pro 

truding from the earth and stooped to pick | 
it up. Suddenly without any warning a mass 
of earth, from eighteen to twenty inches in 
thickness fell upon him. The doctor vividly 
describes the horribly unpleasant sensations 
he experienced in being practically buried 


) alive and tells some incredible incidents. At | 


the time of the fall of the earth he was wearing 


}a watch and watch-chain, and a straw hat 
The straw hat was jammed over his forehead | 


and for several days afterwards he bore the 


stamped pattern of the braided straw; two | Che 


ribs under the watch were broken, as was the 
crystal of it; and the watch chain left its 
mark stamped in his flesh. Throughout the 
entire period that he was buried he was un 
able to move a muscle, unable to breathe, 
unable to wink. After he had been removed 
from his grave, he was paralyzed from the 
waist down for five or six weeks. Nine years 
later as the outcome of this calamity he 
developed a case of pulmonary tuberculosis 
and at the order of a spinal expert was placed 


in a straightjacket to throw the weight of the | 


upper body on the hips and thus relieve the 
spine. However, another expert predicted the 
doctor’s death unless the straightjacket be 
removed, while the first physician claimed 
that the doctor would die if he didn’t wear his 
jacket. Nevertheless Dr

Police, Fire 
Chiefs Turn 
in °31 Reports 


More Arrests and Less Fire Dam- 
age Last Year, According 


{ to Their Figures 


There were fewer people arrested in An 
dover for drunkenness and more for auto 
mobile violations during 1931 than in 1930, 
and there was a smaller fire loss in 1931 than 
in 1930, according to the annual reports of 
both the police and fire departments sub- 
mitted to the Board of Selectmen by Chief 
| Frank M. Smith and Chief Charles Ff. Emer- 
son respectively. Chief Smith reports that the 
police department in 1931 also totalled more 
arrests and investigated more complaints | 
than it had the previous year 

Chief Emerson points out in his report 
that fire damage for 1931 was $22,996.00, as 
against $40,040.00 for 1930. Explaining this 


| loss verbally, he said that Andover in 1931 


would have had the lowest fire loss in its 
history had not the Watson-Park fire oc 
curred last summer and caused a loss at least 
half of that for the whole year. He said that 
the lowest fire loss for Andover was in 1925 
when the damage was $10,814.00 
Discusses Lights 

Chief Smith points out in his annual report 
that 187 arrests were made in 1931 against 
158 in 1930. Of these, in 1931, 44 were for 
drunkenness as against 54 of the previous 


| year; and 44 for violation of the automobile 
law as against 34 of the previous year 


Too, 
832 complaints were investigated in 1931, 
and 659 in 1930, Under the classification of 
automobile violations, 97 are listed for 1931, 
against 78 for 1930. Fines for 1931 totalled 
$3,510, the majority of them coming from the 
lower court 

Discussing the year, Chief Smith has 
written, ‘There has been installed at Main | 
and Chestnut streets crossing ‘Stop and Go 
Lights’ and they have given very good ser 
vice in eliminating motor vehicle accidents at 
this very dangerous intersection 

“Also flashers have been installed at 
Lowell and Argilla streets, and at Haverhill 
and High streets, and since the installation of 
these lights there has been only one accident 
at Lowell street, and I would recommend the 
installation of more of these safety flashers in 
dangerous places, especially at the junction of 
Union and North Main streets where there 
have been many very bad accidents 


Commends Police 


“In conclusion let me say that the police 
department is, as a whole, doing all it can to 
control traffic and I am frank to say that I 
am of the opinion all the officers, notwith 
standing the criticisms of some of our good 
citizens, have in the past and will in the 
future do all in their power to preserve law 


| and order in your town.

If I can get such treaties with England, 
France and Japan I will; if the only powers 
that will treat with me are Siam and Para- 
guay I will treat with them. The object will 
be to set the fashion of regarding this as one 
of the rights of man, because the effect of 
recognizing such a right will be to destroy the 
motive of war. If before Japan started any 
fight the people of Manchuria could decide 
for themselves whether they would be under 
China or Japan, and if after Japan got 
through fighting they could still decide for 
themselves whether they would be under 
China or Japan, then Japan would have 
nothing to tight for. 

As to the many things that I don’t know 
how to settle, I will by no means hand over 
my dictatorial authority to “another fool”, 
as Kipling phrases it, who doesn’t even know 
enough to know that he doesn’t know. In all 
such matters | will open the field as wide as 
possible to experimentation and the survival 
of the fittest, without worrying over the fact 
that this necessarily means competition and 
consequent inequality. I will get rid of 
various laws which now give one competitor 
an artificial start over another, or which 
create artificial opportunity for succeeding 
by luck instead of by good work, or which 
create artificial opportunity for succeeding 
by foul play. There would be no special 
novelty in the list of the laws I will thus get 
rid of 

If my dictatorship is not ended by insur- 
rection, I will take measures to fix an early 
date for its termination, A social order in 
which power is centered at the top may be 
very eflicient and useful at first if it is started 
| by an able administrator (which [ am not); 
but if it lasts it is sure to go rotten. This fate 
will infallibly befall both Bolshevism and 
Fascism within forty years or less, if the good 
fortune of their reputations and of their 
nations does not stop their career before they 
have time to rot.

Cost of Tuition in Industrial 
Schools Is Tacked on — 
Accept Reports 


The regular meeting of the School commit 
tee was held Tuesday evening, February 2, 
with all members present. 

Under the head of unfinished business, it 
was reported that the chief of Fire depart 
ment had not yet heard from the company 
that installs fire alarm systems and _ this 
matter was laid on the table pending further 
information. 

A letter was received from Harold A 
Rafton, treasurer of the Shawsheen Parent 
Teachers’ association putting that association 
on record as favoring the finishing of the 
gymnasium floor in the Shawsheen school in 
1933, 

Mr. Sanborn’s monthly report was read 
and accepted. 

Mrs. Margaret C. Kimball requested a 
leave of absence on account of illness for the 
balance of the school year and the committee 
voted to grant her request and instructed the 
secretary to send her an appreciation of her 
long and faithful service in the schools and 
the hope for a speedy recovery. 

Add One Thousand Dollars 

The teachers’ committee recommended 
principal at her present salary for the balance 
of the school year and the School committee 
adopted this recommendation.

Opening one window from the 
top and another at the bottom, even 
in the adjoining room, may give enough 
ventilation if the intervening door 
is left open; but drafts should be 
avoided. 


During warm weather it is a good 
{dea to leave all doors open at night. 
An inside catch-lock or chain fasteged 
to entrance doors will make it poate 
to leave these doors partly open with 
safety. Another good idea would be 
to open the skylights, the chimney 
valves and the doors of all stoves 
that have exhaust vents. The warm 
and impure air can then rise through 
these mediums to the skies. 


Ventilation is also important in 
oold weather when fires and other 
heating apparatus increase the rate 
at which the pure air in the house is 
consumed. In this connection it may 
be mentioned that a good many 
people avoid ventilating houses in 
cold weather through a false sense 
of economy. They imagine that once 
a house is heated up it costa less to 
keep it warm than to heat it up 
again if the room becomes cold. 
As a matter of fact, it costa leas to 
heat up a room full of pure air than 
it does to keep warm a room already 
charged with carbon dioxide and 
other impurities,

Adequate ventilation is necessary, especially at 


Rooms should have enough window 
space to admit sufficient natural light 
to prevent eye strain. Roughly, the 
area of window space should be 
about one-sixth that of the floor 
space and, if possible, windows should 
reach almost to the ceiling to enable 
the light to get to the back of the 


rooms, 


Artificial light should resemble sun- 
light as much as possible, ample to 
see to work by but not too glaring. 
Electric light is probably best because 
it does not consume oxygen from the 
air of the room, nor does it give out 
to the air any waste producta. Light 
should not fall directly on the eyes 
but should come from the side or 
behind the shoulder.
